On June 1, 1950 ROBERT B|*NEINEMAN In company with Special 
Agent EBENTON S. GORDON of the Boston Division, voluntarily searched 
through all the personal property of KRISTEI^HEINEMAN now In his 
residence at 94 lakeview Avenue, Cambridge, Massachusetts. 

Mr. HEINEMAN and Agent GORDON discovered approximately ten 
Items of correspondence in the German language which had been addressed 
to KRIS TEL. The Agent was seeking any memoranda or notebook prepared 

by KRISTKL HEINEMAN which might reflect names and addresses of her 
contacts as well as their telephone numbers. The search resulted In 
the production of nine or ten documents In the German language referred 
to above and these are being enclosed herewith for translation by the 
Bureau at the Seat of Government. 

It is noted that earlier ROBERT HEINEMAN had made av^Uabfe*^ 
a considerable volume of personal papers of KRISTEL HEINEMAN whTch have 
been translated, copies of these translations having been furnished the 
New York and Boston Divisions. It can be noted summarily that these 
contained more detailed background Information concerning the FUCHS 
family than has heretofore been reported or developed by interrogation ^ 
of the principal subject. This matter will be set out In a report on 
FUCHS now In preparation at Boston. 

It can be further noted that HEINEMAN advised that at one time 
his wife did maintain on two 8 by 11 ruled white ■composition sheets* 
placed between two souvenir wooden covers a list of names and addresses 
of friends and associates. The covers are still in the HEINEMAN home 
but the sheets disappeared prior to her first conndhnent and HEINEMAN 
believes it is possible that she destroyed them.

■ You vlll recall that by letter dated March 27, 1950, the New York fagty 
Office and interested offices vere furnished the contents of Fuchs’ signed 
statement given to the British on January 27, 1950- However, the classified V > 
technical information was deleted due to its secret nature. By London cable 
Ho. 493 and dated May 2 6, 1950, Assistant Director H. H. Clegg listed the type 
of information that Fuchs revealed that he had furnished to Harry Gold. According 
to Fuchs, the information was passed to Gold during various meetings in Hew York, 
Cambridge, Boston, and Santa Fe. The information deals with highly technical 
classified matters, such as fissionable material, the making of an atomic bomb, 
the method of detonation, the size of the outer dimensions of the highly 
ejqplosive components, all information that was then known about in^los the 
amount of plutonium necessary for a bomb, and other similar technical material. 




The type of information furnished Gold by Fuchs and considered 
classified technical information will not be furnished the Bureau’s interested 
field divisions for the following reasons; jv 

(1) At the present time, Harry Gold has not indicated that he was 
aware of the content of the packages and envelopes given to him by Fuchs during 
their meetings, with the exception of one envelope in which he found mathematical 
equations. . ' - ...
